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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lam in 
view of Zadno-Azizi (US Pub. No. 2002/0052638). Lam discloses the following of the claimed 
invention: an apparatus comprising: a catheter (23) having proximal and distal ends and a lumen 
extending therethrough; a balloon (37) affixed to the catheter, the balloon being in fluid 
communication with the lumen and having contracted and deployed states, wherein the balloon 
comprises a predetermined curved shape in the deployed state; and a stent (20) having contracted 
and deployed states, wherein the stent is plastically deformable by the balloon and substantially 
conforms to the predetermined shape of the balloon in the deployed state, wherein the stent is 
configured to apply a compressive load on the surrounding tissue in the deployed state. Please 
see Figures 1 and 6, and col. 6, lines 29-65. 

Lam does not teach placing an anchor element within the balloon. Zadno-Azizi teaches a 
balloon catheter system that uses an anchor within the balloon in paragraphs 0200-0205 for the 
purpose of providing additional support to the balloon. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the device of Lam 
by using an anchor element within the balloon in order to provide additional support to the 
balloon device. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 3 1 and 32 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/25/2008, regarding claim 33, have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. The Applicant contends that the Zadno-Azizi reference does not 
teach an anchor element that keeps the balloon inflated. However, the claim language 
"configured to maintain the shape of the balloon in the deployed state," is functional language 
and is therefore, not given patentable weight. In order to be given patentable weight, a 
functional recitation must be supported by recitation in the claim of sufficient structure to 
warrant the presence of the functional language. In re Fuller, 1929 CD. 172; 388 O.G. 279. In 
addition the intended use of the anchor in the Applicant's device does not differentiate it from the 
prior art that satisfies the claims' structural requirements.
